In letting of Blood, the Phyſiuan, or Chyrurgion muſt be 
 earefull of his patient, for many times the care leſſe and vnlear- 
ned, by letting of Blood, open a way to Jangerous inhrmities, & 
ſometimes to preſent death. It is not conve nicut, that a leane or 
weake man, or womar one that is very fat, or geoſſe, nor tor 
a Chuld to be let blood. It is to be confidered, how it ſtandeth 
with tke Patient inwrardly for his Complexion, and Age, for the 
time of the yeare, and the day Therefore it is beſt to let bleed 
in faire, temperate, and Sun- ſhine, weather, not to ſleepe pas 
fently after it, nor to ſtirre violently.
